NEW ALVERTISEM E3NTS. 



Tho last session of tho present House ul 
Assembly was opened yesterday by His Ex- 
cellency Uovornor Kennedy , and tho Execu- 
tive's programme laid before tho two branches 
of Legislature It was a sourco of disap- 
pointment to the public, as no doubt it was 
to His Excolloncy, that tho expoctod des- 
patches on tho Union question wero not re- 
ceived from tho Imperial Government. It 
hns been generally understood that despatches 
had arrived some time ago to tho effoet lhat 
the union of tho colonieB would be imme- 
diately consummated ; but tho details of tho 
scheme wore wanting, and it is conjectured 
that the communication which His Excolleney 
was expecting was to enablo him to lay the 
matter before tho Legislature in a more defi- 
nite shape, lie that as it may, but liltlo im- 
portant business can bo transacted until we rc- 
coivo a proper answer to tho union resolu- 
tions which passod tho Assembly last session. 
When wo consider that these resolutions 
wore forwarded to His Excellcucy 
for transmission over months ago 

wo are forced to como to tho conclusion that 
thero has been some strange remissness ciiher 
in the Colonial office hero or in tho Imperial 
department in Downing Bliuot. Had an 
equally important ineaBure been parsed by the 
Legislature of Washington Territory, wo feci 
bound to say that an answer would have been 
rocaived from tho Federal authorities in less 
than three months, Of course, with the digni- 
fied ideas of government, which obtain among 
English officials, this would be called in 
decent haste ; but we iuclino to tho opiniou, 
nevertheless, that tho dignity theory is pretty 
nearly exploded, and that tho sooner the ro 
lations between tho mother country and her 
colonies are established on practical business- 
like grounds, tho better it will be for the 
national connection. 

The first question to which Hia Excolleney 
diaws attention is the vexed one of the 
Crown lands. As despatches on the subject 
have been received from tho Imperial author- 
ities, it is needless discussing the mattor 
until these documents shall have been 
laid before the Houso. The next topic 
in the apeeoh is Municipal Government. 
His Excellency bewails tho wretched condi- 
tion of tho public streets and the serious 
want of sanitary measures, but never hints at 
tho necessity of a new act or that thorn 
is any dosiro on tho part of the Execu- 
tive to mend mattors. This ia futile enough; 
but when wo como to the olosing part of the 
paragraph in which tho City Council is re- 
buked for not doing something the law gave 
it no power to do — for attempting " schemes 
of inferior importance'' whilo " moro impor- 
tant needs have been neglected" wo think 
His Excellency haa overstepped tho dignity i( 
not indeed the duty ol his oflico in becoming 
tho oensor of a City Incorporation. 

Tho necessity ol propor steam communica- 
tion with San Francisco is next touched 
upon. Tho subjoct ia one which we think 
Governor Kennedy has by no means over- 
rated, and we have no doubt the House will 
bo willing to tako into consideration any 
feasible plan that may bo proposed for 
remedying tho present unsatisfactory statu 
of affairs. The Indian whiskey sel- 
ling is takon up and tho ovila of the pres- 
ent laxity or rather inefficionoy of the law 
pointed out. We have already expressed 
ourselves on the uoeossity of more stringent 
measures being adopted with those ongaged 
in tho uofarious traffio, and we only hope 
that His Excolleney'u views in this respect 
may bo carried out. On the mutter of finance, 
wo are told what ovcry ono expected, " lhat 
the expenditure of tho current year has ex- 
ceeded the revenue, still leaving demands lor 
publio improvements unsatisliod " — an ac- 
knowledgment that makes tho necessity ol 
wholesale retrenchment more than over ab 
solute. 

Tho legislative programme which Hia Ex- 
cellency presents to us is unfortunately an 
old story. Out of the ton bills promised by 
tho Government, soveu woro passod last ses- 
sion by the Assembly, but through the Ex- 
ecutive or the Uppor llouso— it matters not 
which — were prevented from becoming law 
The colony in tho meanwhile haa suffered in 
their absonco beyond precedent. How many 
men and families havo boon drivou away the 
present year through tho want ol a Home- 
stead Act, and through the infamous law lhat 
imprisons honost men for dobt, it would be 
difficult to toll ; but wo can Bafuly say, if im 
medialo stops arc not takon to remedy pre 
bent evils in this respect, the diseaso, before 
another year shall havo transpired, will have 
cured itself by n process that is rather dis 
heartening to contemplate. Governor Ken- 
nedy and tho Uppor Houso havo already 
recoived a good deal of abuse for 
their obstructive attitudo last possio.i, 
and wo have no desire to rcour to 
the disagreeable Bubjoot, espeoiall,? when wo 
sou Bu'eh praotioal reformation as is evinced 
in bringing forward tho very billa llioy had 
previously ignored. It may bo objoctod lhat, 
Prometheus-liko, they havo stolon othors' 
firo; but wo oaro not from what source legis- 
lation emanates bo long us wo got good laws 
on our statute book, and tho gentlemen 
whose billa ha,o been quietly assumed by tho 
Executive lmvo as liltlo reason to grumble ; 
for llioy have brought tho latter body down to 
tho necessity ol borrowing its legislative in- 
spiration from tho representatives of the 
people. This in itself is worth a great denl ; 
lor of all tho rocks on which Executive (Jo- 
veriinientB in new countries split, is the vain 
funny that they know better what tho people 
want than tho people do tliumsulvus. Wo 
hope that this fallacy is now finally exploded

Vinter and 
Ensign Elliott, were in waiting nt tho Court 
Houso door and presented arms to His Ex- 
cellency as ho ontored, accompanied by his 
Private Scerotnry und other oflioiuls, tho 
Band playing tho national anthem. Tho 
Govornor having tnkon his position on the 
Bench with tho Hon. Chief Justice attired 
in his judicial robes on his right hand, arid 
tho official and civil inombein of tho Legisla- 
tive Council seatod at the tablo, waited tho 
arrival of the Speaker and members ol the 
IIouso of Assembly who were immediately 
aftor ushered in and requested to ho sealed. 
Tho body of the Hull and the gallery were 
orowdiid with spectators, considerably inoie 
interest being manifested iu tho proceedings 
on this than on previous) occasions.

I have deferred calling you together until 
this hue period of the year, In the expecta- 
tion that I should be thereby enabled to 
submit to you in somo conclusive form 
matters affecting the settlement uf important 
questions concerning tho future condition 
nod prosperity of the Colony. In that hope 
I regret 1 am compelled to inform you I have 
been disappointed. 

Despatches from Her Majesty's Secretary of 
State for the Colonies on thu subject of the 
Crown Lands of Vancouver Island will bo 
laid before you. 1 forbear lo enlarge upon 
this subjec t beyond CXpressiugjan earnest hope 
that tho wisdom and moderation of the 
Legislature may find a way to a final settle- 
ment of this question, tho agitation of which 
so injuriously retards tho progress and 
settlement of the Colony. 

I regret that 1 am not in n position to make 
any communication to you in reply to the 
resolutions adopted by tho Legislature in tho 
last session recommending the Union of this 
Colony with British Columbia. I have no 
doubt that the subject is receiving that 
consideration from Her .Majesty's Government 
which its importance demands, and that due 
weight will he given to the wishes of the 
people expressed through their representa- 
tives. 

The discredit and danger to public health 
arising from the unrepaired streets and want 
of drainage in the city of Victoria cannot 
longer be ignored without seriously deteriora- 
ting the value of private property, while the 
inhabitants are without legal power to raise a 
revenue for tho correction of the admitted 
evils. The municipal government of the city 
might probably be rendered more effectual by 
attempting less. Schemes of inferior impor- 
tance have been presented, while more impor- 
tant ueeds have been neglected. 

The importance of direct steam communi- 
cation between Vancouver Island and San 
uei.-eo cannot be overrated, and the ab- 
sence of it is now most seriously felt. I 
would recommend liberal provision being 
made to enable the government to carry 
ou t this service at the earliest period, either 
parately or in conjunction with the 
government of British Columbia. The 
inomalous slate of tho law regarding the 
Postal Service of the Colony generally de- 
ds your attention. Therm is no law nu- 
ising the Executive Government to frame 
3 aud regulations or fix the rates of postage. 
The expenditure for this branch of the public 
ervicc during the year 18ij-l amounted to 
514,487 while the revenue reached only $3,510 
showing an excess of expenditure over reve- 
le amounting to $10,907 — n disproportion 
licb in ii st be expected to continue iu the 
sence of suitable laws aud regulations. 
I would earnestly bespeak the attention of 
the legislature to the insufficiency of the law 
for the prevention of thu sale of intoxicating 
liquors to the native tribes by which they aro 
demoralized and decimated. This iniquitous 
trallic is carried on by a worthless and de- 
graded class of men, the cost of whose main- 
tenance in prison and repeated conviction! 
arising from inadequate punishments, falls 
heavily upon the public funds. Moving 
appeals have been made to rue by Ministers 
of every denomination and by the Chiefs of 
everal Indian tribes to put an end to a crime 
which must eventually recoil upon the legiti- 
mate commerce of the colony and society at 
large. Deplorable murders of Indians 
titter it, as well as the murder of 
bite men by Indians are of frequent 
frequent occuricnce nnd notoriously result- 
ing from Ibe illegal salu of liquor on the 
coast ol this und tho neighboring colony. I 
seo i.o ditliculty in suppressing this ui^ 
holy Iraliie if the existing faulty and insulli- 
ient luw bo amended, and with that object 
have direotid a Bill lo be prepared and 
laid before you. 

7. The existing law of debtor and credi- 
tor in ih is colony will come under your cou- 
ideiation. 1 loel confident that in whatever 
banges may be deemed necessary tho prin- 
ciple will be held in view that imprisonment 
hould he a punishment lor crime and not for 
, simple failure to pay unaccompanied by 
dishonesty. 

I regret to stato tliat tho expenditure of 
Iho curient year has exceeded the revenue, 
leaving demands for public improve* 
■ aeuts unsatisfied. Ou the other hand sums 
i been expended in connection with tho 
projected Harbor Improvements considerably 
exceeding the original estimate for that ser- 
vice, and also for providing a Government 
House, which cannot uccur uguin, and ought 
not to bo regarded as belonging to tho ordi- 
nary expenditure of tho oolony. To restore 
tho equilibrium between revenue and expen- 
lituro is a matter of tho first importance, 
and I apprehend little difficulty will bo found 
in devising legitimate moans of raising the 
receipts and reducing the expenditure wilh- 
out either pressing unduly upon the people, 
or impairing the ellicieucy of tho public 
sorvico. While I deem it beyond the pro 
vince of my duty to discuss matters tho de- 
cision upon which properly belongs to the 
Legislature, 1 feel bound to older us the result 
ol my experience that gruve and numerous 
objections exist lo now countries being drawn 
into debt except for tbe purpoao of repro- 
ductive investment. 1 regard Ibis Colony as 
a growing, not a. stationary community, whoso 
interests must bo looked lor in tho luluro 
rather than the present.
